OUR MISSION. 


T° issue our third number without some recognition of the vast | 


encouragement we have met with from the public would bo to 
neglect a duty of the most imperative nature. Our success has been far 
beyond our most sanguine expectations ; so undoubted is it that we now 
feel warranted in saying something of our intentions, which in a first 
number would have been presumptive in the extreme. 

We have opened up a new path in the field of journalism, and in 
doing so have taken care not to cross that of any of our contempo- 
raries. We fill a space, and do not seek to crush others in erecting our 
own edifice. Until the Intustratep Sporting News appeared this 
country was without a medium for the illustration of its sports and 
pastimes. All the world ever saw of sporting illustrations was expen- 
sive engravings, at which thousands were content to gaze through the 
shop windows. This order of things is 
now over, and no fireside need be without 
excellent pictures of the sports of Old 
England, and portraits of those who have 
been, and are still, their principal profes- 
sors and illustrators, and this at a weekly 
expenditure of one penny. We do not 
merely profess to supply the public with 
pictures, but to accompany them with 
such matter as must prove generally 
interesting: we have therefore organised 
a staff of writers which cannot fail to give 
satisfaction. This staff is not confined to 
the metropolis, but scattered in every im- 
portant town in Great Britain: thus we 
are enabled to insure a supply of articles, 
not only interesting to metropolitan 
readers, but to those in every town in the 
provinces. This is a desideratum which 
has not yet been perfected by any of our 
contemporaries. The risk we ran in 
dashing into this original source of 
amusement and instruction was no ordi- 
nary one; but the result has proved that 
our calculation on the necessity of 
establishing a work of this class was 
not wrong, and our trying ordeal has 
been triumphantly passed. We shall 
treat particularly on eyery class of field 
Sport; not only recording, but endeavour- 
ing to assist, their progress. When we 
use the word assist, it is with a full and 
perfect conyiction of its meaning. We 
are not so blind as to imagine that there 
remains nothing to do in order to pre- 
serve and elevate our sports. If this were 
the case we should be adopting a popular 
impression and style which would in time 
utterly extinguish some sports and leave 
others just in the position in which they 
have remained during the last century. 
One of the easily extinguished is the 
prize ring, and that by the toleration of 
its weak points by those whose mission it 
should be to change them. This remark 
particularly applies to what we may term 
“the language of the ring,” which is cer- 
tainly of a most offensive character. We 
need not here particularise any of tho 
objectionable terms in which the brutal- 
minded indulge when referring to exhi- 
bitions in the ring: this would be to stain 
the page we promise will never be con- 
taminated with them. We can all appre- 
ciate power of endurance, the physical 
attributes of man, the benefit of training, 
and true courage, without condescending 
to use language which a provincial coster- 
monger would shudder at. These remarks 
also apply to every other branch of sport- 
ing matters on which we shall touch. 
We purpose devoting some space to the 


attention at our hands, and in perfecting our arrangements we invite 
the cordial co-operation of all lovers of the sport. From time to time 
we shall issue likenesses of the principal professional and amateur 
players of the world, and faithfully record the movements of all the 
clubs of any importance. Each quarter of our sporting world will be 
presided over by gentlemen who are no strangers to their work, and 
whose names are closely connected with the sporting literature of the 
country. They will endeavour to give a decided tone of originality to 


their departments, whilst judging all matters coming under their notice 


in a spirit of impartiality. 

Wo shall devote considerable space to the record of musical and 
theatrical matters in the metropolis and provinces—particularly the 
latter, which, in our opinion, has been sadly neglected by the press. In 
many little country theatres there are players blushing away unseen, 
and wasting their sweets on the unsophisticated rustic, who, if intro-

duced to a London audience, would at once assume a good position ; for 
these we shall be constantly on the look out, and promise that there 
shall be no relaxation of effort on our part to do them justice. 

Until our appearance there was but one paper devoting any space to 
provincial theatricals, and as that one is of a very high price it may 
reasonably be supposed that few see it. Our price removes all the difli- 
culties hitherto thrustin the way of many deserving men. We may add that 
our theatrical correspondents are all persons of responsibility, and on 
whose critical acumen we rely. 

Much has been said lately on the morals of the decade. The 
wonderful growth of rational amusement has been a subject on 
which we have continually congratulated ourselyes; and it is 
our determination to persevere in a progressive spirit, and seek by 
legitimate means to further elevate all that can tend to lighten the 
hours of relaxation of every class. What was at one time termed 
“fast life” no longer, in the accepted 
sense of the word, exists. Fast tarces, 
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fast songs, fast books, and fast news- 
papers have been consigned to a well- 
merited oblivion, and the literature of the 
day is, generally speaking, free from all 
contaminating - topics; but we must 
qualify this assertion by alluding to the 
perversity with which some public prints 
still cling to the unwholesome conyen- 
tionalities of a day gone by. ‘They little 
think, or if they do think, they can care 
but little, how readily some persons 
adopt a tone from those around them, 
particularly from those who set them- 
selves up as public teachers. They 
thould reflect on the responsibility of 
their positions, and endeavour to free 
themselves from all that is calculated to 
injure the unwary; but, instead of this, 
the prints we allude to continue 
to pollute their pages with lan- 
guage which was only to be tolerated 
when applied to the unpolished sports 
which no longer exist. All English 
sports have undergone a refining pro- 
cess, and brutality is no longer ove of 
their distinctive characteristics. Why 
then adopt brutal language in describing 
that which is not brutal? By doing 
50, those who are not immediately con- 
nected with sporting circles are led to be- 
lieve that that which is simply a display 
of true manly courage and a health-giving 
amusement is a degrading vice, and not 
to be too severely condemned. Surely 
there can be no delight in making the 
world believe this, and if there is we 
have failed to see it, and prefer to continue 
the course we have laid down, and from 
which nothing will tempt us to deviate 
It shall never be said that we have by the 
slightest word or action placed a bar—as 
slight as a thread—in- the way of the 
progress, of which it is our pleasure to 
boast. 

In conclusion we call the attention of 
the observant to the progress we have 


made in each issue of our journal, The 


illustrations are from the pencils of 


artists of well-known power, or from 


the studios of the most eminent pho- 


tographers; each week we have im- 


proved their quality and brought them 


nearer the standard we are determined 


to attain. It is far more satisfactory 


noble game of cricket, which we think of 


80 much importance as to be a special 
feature.

WEST LONDON CRICKET GROUND, OLD BROMPTON. 

The contest for the Four-Mile Champion Belt and £25 a side having been 
fixed for Monday last, upon Mr. Roberts’s grounds, as above noted, there were 
above 3,000 spectators assembled to witness the struggle for competition 
between Brighton and Jones. The day being remarkably fine induced more 
than the usual xtnount of company, and betting ruled at 2 to'1 on Brighton 
almost immediately we got to the ground. The belt, which is one of white 
leather with solid silver ornaments, is valued at £28, and was given to be run 
for on Whit-Monday, 1860, on the opening of the enclosure. It was then won 
with ease br Brighton, of Norwich, who was speec ly compelled to relinquish 
his laurels to Young White, of Gateshead: Brighton challenged, and White 
resigned. Subsequently the belt was challenged for by an Unknown, who, on 
the day, proved to be Sam Barker, of Billingsgate, who eventually declined to 
run without the belt was produced. Through private arrangement Brighton 
: J Baker contended for it next. Brighton won, and gave an understanding 
that he would give Jones a chance; ‘hence the present match for the Four-Mile 
Champion's Belt, given by Mr. John Roberts, the proprietor of‘ the grounds. 
Brighton came first on the ground on this occasion, attended by his backer and 
Tang, his trainer. The umpires were W: Price for the Norwich hero and Mr. 
Roberts for Jones, who was self-irained on the enclosure. Brighton had trained 
at Mr, John Garratt’s, the Copenhagen Grounds, Garratt-lane, Wandsworth. Mr. 
Roberts had made all necessary arrangement for the members of the press, and 
no one was allowed on the green. sward during the running but the referee. 
There was a good deal of money speculated on the result at? to 1 on Brighton, 
and eventually the betting men took 5 to 2 freely. Jones was dressed in black 
drawers, and Brighton in blue ones. The latter won the toss for choice of 
ground, and, consequently, took the inside place—Lang, of Middlesbro’, at 
this moment laying £6 to £3 and £2 to £1 on Brighton. Soon after five o’clock 
th» start was eifected, and Brighton darted away at such a terrific rate of speed 
taut many would have imagined it to have been a sprint race. On the termi- 
nation of the first lap he was only one yardahead. The pace was still good, 
and they rattled away as if the full amount of work had to be done at that 
pce, which, in reality, none but a first-class man could live at. At the close of 
the first mile, which was done in 4min. 32sec., the resounding cheers told the 
interest taken in the proceedings. ‘Towards the termination of the sixth lap, 
Srighton spurted a little for the purpose of trying his man, and, if certain 
natural indications had nct been observable in Jones’s action previously, they 
Were how quite apparent. Again this was repeated in the next lap, and Jones, 
finding he could not come as the other did, once more fell into the rear. The 
eighth lap—two miles—was accomplished in 9min, 5ésec., and, when nearly 
‘finishing the tenth lap, Jones stopped, dead beaten, and Brighton, amidst much 
cheering, continued his onward career, as he had to, run the distance out. In 
the last lap, he spurted tremendously to show what he could have done if 
required, and he received, as he deserved, quite an ovation. We shall give the 
winner's performances, with his photograph, next week. When Jones stopped, 
the time taken was 12m. Lis. The full timé was 21m. 56s.

ANGLING. 


VHE weight of the salmon-fry, smolt, or as itis frequently called in this 
district, ‘‘smelt” (though quite distinct, of course, from the little salt-water 
fish properly so named), is about eight or ten to the pound. The weight of 
the river trout here—yellow trout they are generally called to distinguish them 
from sea-trout—averages about a quarter of a pound. The tyro, therefore, or 
anyone else who goes to flsh these waters, must not here apply any,of the 
traditions he may have picked up as to South Country or Thames trout tishing. 
A trout, which would be regarded as small in most of the southern rivers, is 
here looked upon as a rare prize. Now and then a three or four pounder 
oceurs, whose capture is pretty certain to be duly chronicled in the column of the 
local paper especially devoted to showers of frogs and enormous gooseberries. 
If I took a hundred trout, I should expect among them, in most of the border 
rivers, perhaps one or two trout of a pound or eighteen ounces, a dozen half- 
pounders, and the remainder dwindling down, ‘ small by degrees and beauti- 
fully less,” to the weight of three or four ounces; and I should have hooked 
and returned to the water many much smaller fish. (In calling them “ fish,” 
I speak according to ordinary parlance, for the term is usually restricted to 
salmon alone.) Moreover, if I contined myself to the “streams” (‘‘scours” 
they are called in the south) where the trout are most abundant, and passed 
over the deeps and “ pools,” the produce of my sport would run much smaller. 
Vice versa, however, if under the favourable circumstances of a “ripple” 
or dark water I were to fish the latter portions of the river more 
assiduously, my patience would be rewarded by larger fish. Size, 
however, as well as number, much depends on one’s knowledge 
of the water. A man who is thoroughly acquainted with the river will pro- 
bably be able to show you some half-dozen “ pounders” among his day's take, 
when the water is in first-rate trim, while you who have tished without his 
local knowledge will have scarcely anything in your basket approaching that 
weight. A difference, by the bye, may be noted between the Northumberland 
and Cumberland method of reckoning the number of trout taken. A fisher- 
man of the former county tells you he has killed so many ‘ dozen ;” in the 
latter they talk only of ‘‘pounds,” which seems certainly the fairest way of 
calculating, as it is obvious that a basket containing five dozen trout may have 
in it a number of two-ounce or even minnow-like specimens. 

The success of your fishing will depend, at all seasons, in a great 
measure upon the temperature of the air, and the state of the water. 
North ‘country trout-flshing may be said to extend from the end of March 
to the end of September. Let it be remembered, however, that within those 
limits there will occur periods of many consecutive days, during which, even 
in the most prolific waters, the most experienced angler will find it difficult to 
make anything like a show of trout; to the beginner it will be simply impos- 
sible. When these periods may come cannot with certainty be predicted. But, 
usually, from the end of June to the middle of August is a blank time, except 
to the skilful worm fisher (a workman who ranks A 1 in his craft, and with 
whom, Mr. Tyro, you will find it hopeless to compete without long practice). 
April and the early part of May will turn out good or bad, according to the 
presence or absonce of floods, accompanied by warm weather. From the mid- 
dle of May to the middle of June there is, generally speaking, the best sport to 
be had; though the corresponding portions of August and September are some- 
thing equally good, and the trout then run larger. 

In the early spring cold weather and the low state of the water will 
absolutely shut you out from anything resembling good sport in trout, 
fishing. Neither, in case of the river being full and the weather warm 
will you be successful if the water contains any infusion of melted snow from 
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the hills. You must specially hope and long for a rain-flood from the west, 
accompanied by warm, gentle breezes. Then is the time for your harvest. 
Make the most of it while it lasts. Fish early and late; with worm, minnow, 
and fly; be all things to all states of the swelling or dwindling current. And 
this I will show you how to do in my next letter. For here we are at Belling- 
ham, and in our two hours’ ride we have sped twenty miles up the broad valley 
of the Tyne, past the old castle of Prudhoe, and the salmon streams of By- 
well, and the mouth of the romantic Devil's water, and the quaint old town 
and county of Hexham; and, eschewing the lead-tainted water of Tyne’s 
southern branch, we have been carried eighteen miles up its northern fork, and 
now we are in the land of streams and moors.

MR. TRELAWNEY’S HOUNDS. 


Tuer name of Mr. Trelawney insures the men of the West admirable sport. 
His pack has numerous attractions, and is the means of bringing together the 
best flelds to be seen in the county of Devon. The following is a description 
of a recent meet; itis from the pen of a gentleman who has for some con- 
siderable time delighted all lovers of a fine run by his vivid descriptions of the 
sport in which he delights :— 

“Met at Wadham, for the purpose of drawing the cliffs. Found in a goyle 
close to Revelstoke Church, and ran him right merrily to Worsewell Point, at 
the mouth of the river Yealm; here he turned to the right, and we viewed him 
three flelds ahead, running for his life for the Redoubt brake, in view of a couple 
of hounds who had lost us, and accidentally met him. He reached the brake, 
however, in safety, and, after being viewed in it two or three times, he at 
length broke and made his way back towards the point where we found him, 
Running now up wind they raced him back such a “ burster” that he was

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forced to take shelter in the cliffs some way short of his home, and wa 
viewed coiled up on the top of a sharp rock. Mr. G. Elliott, of Mothecomhe, 
now descended the cliff and dislodged him with a stone, and down he 
jumped on to the beach, when little Sontag caught a view of him, and, as 
his only chance, he dashed into the sea. Sontag, nothing daunted, followed 
him in single handed, and fora moment they were swimming side by side, 
when she caught him by the back of his neck, and they both went under water 
together; soon again they rose, and more hounds coming to her aid they finished 
him off. A prettier sight could hardly be witnessed, and all agreed that a 
better enclosure-run and finale had not been seen for many years. We now 
trotted away for Newton-wood, drawing two covers in our way blank. Here 
we soon found one of those short-running brutes that cause us so much annoy- 
ance, and after crossing over into Newton Downs, and taking a short tour, he 
went to ground as usual, Tools and terriers now went to work, and it was 
determined that such a coward was “only worthy of death;” so, after half- 
an-hour's running, he was taken out and given to the hounds. Homewards we 
now bent our steps, well pleased with our day’s sport, and looking forward to 
some of the ‘good things of the season,” which we hope are in store for us, to 
make up for our past ill-luck. Still, however, more foxes have been killed 
this scason than in any previous one for many years past. I feel a moral con- 
viction that ere long I shall again have “something good” to communicaie.:

A RUN WITH THE LAMERTON HOUNDS. 


TursE hounds recently met at Gydenham, the seat of John Tremayne, Esq. 
A numerous tield turned out, and among them we observed Trelawney, of Hare- 
wood, Morshead, Michell, Sleeman, Deacon, Harness, Gill, the two Blanchards, 
Chowen, ‘‘cum multis aliis,” all, I may say, of the right sort. A more pro- 
mising day for sport never came out of the heavens: mild and balmy, little or 
no gun, ground moist, and a light breeze—in my opinion one of the essentials 
to a brilliant scent. The hounds looked well, and fit to go, thanks to 
that zealous and indefatigable sportsman Mr. Leamon. Now to business. 
The pack was thrown into a small gorse covert immediately in front of the 
house, and no sooner there than old Monitor proclaimed by his unmistakable 
tongue that the vermin was at home; in no time the brake was in such a 
state of commotion that the wild animal of the moor, finding it necessary 
to make himself scarce, deserted his true love, and made the best 
of his way home. Breaking covert close to his brush, the pack raced 
him over Leigh Downs to Raddon Wood, up the vale to Old Street, through the 
parsonage of Lew Trenchard, across the Okehampton and Launceston turnpike 
to Thrushelton, here he turned to the right and crossing the Bratton Road pur- 
sued his course through Whitecombe, to Orchard, Churndon, skirting Ebbs- 
worthy Moor, to the plantations at the back of Millaton, the seat of J. G. 
Newton, Esq.; here we fancied he might have gone in, as it jis generally under- 
stood there are earths in these plantations, artiticial ones I have been told, if so, 
thanks tothe worthy squire; but no, he disdained stopping short of his wild 
haunts; on he went to Poole, over Prewley Moor to the Okehampton and 
Tavistock turnpike, crossing which, about four miles from the former 
place, he tried for Sourton Tor; disappointment met him here; several 
persons were on the tor searching, as far as I know, for a monolith worthy 
of the late lamented Prince Consort. Headed back, he evidently makes up his 
mind for that strong hold, Black Tor. The pack is racing him over some 
of the best ground of Dartmoor, heads up and sterns down, carrying a great 
head, no saying what hound has the scent, bellows to mend with several of 
the horses. At this period of the chase one of the field, bulky in front as 
well as behind, cries out, ‘‘ Yonder he goes, I see him 200 yards in front of the 
hounds ;’ whereupon ‘Reginald the Bold” puts on all steam, and, rushing to 
the front, races beside the hounds to Shellstone Tor, where they pull him 
down in the open. Fortunately for the fleld the last one or two miles were 
down a slight descent over ground like a race course. He evidently meant 
Black Tor, and nearly succeeded in reaching it, but, either funking the river 
Ockment or the opposite hill, he sunk the valley to the left, and was run into 
at Shellstone Tor, as stated above. Time, lh. and 20m. There was no check 
from the find to the finish; and the hounds never lifted a yard. Distance, as 
the crow flies, about ten miles. This is the third fox these hounds have killed 
within the last month.

MR. FECHTER AS “ IAGO.” 

ConVENTIONALITY not long since was eating away that noble institution—our 
national drama. It was the rule to pass traditional stage directions from one 
generation of actors to another, until acting was becoming a mechanical em- 
ployment, and actors were fast turning the glass away from nature; even our 
greatest artistes stooped to imitate their illustrious predecessors instead of 
reading a charactor for themselves. Conventionalities were held sacred by 
professionals, no matter how absurd and unnatural the dress, the voice, tho 
action, and the facial expression—some one of a past era did thus, and thus, and 
80 it was to be penunged| This was the stylo of things until Mr. Fochter came 
to England and instituted a reform at tho Princess's Theatre. From tho first 
night of his appoarance he introduced what Mr. Gladstone would term 
“ gigantic innovations " into our school, and frightened the theatres from their 
propriety. Yet all Mr. Fechter did was to insist on being natural. The public 
discerned his morit, and at once acknowledged it, and he has not only made a 
decided stand in England, but he has become the favourite impersonator of the 
creations of our bard—William Shakspere. His Hamlet was recognised as a 
masterpiece, his Othello was acknowledged to be a wonderful impersonation, 
although many differed from him as to certain particulars he introduced into 
his reading. But whatever he did he could not be accused of having o’er- 
stepped the modesty of nature, and that merit will outweigh a multitude of 
faults. Wo will pass, however, from the characters which are no longer before 
us and come to that which immediately occupies the attention of the town. 

Mr. Fechter's Jago is a truly wonderful display of artistic ability. The part pre- 
sents more shades than any other to be found in Shakspere's plays. The ancient 
is no common ruffian, whose black heart is reflected in his face; he is the very 
quintessence of rascality, and the consummation of all that is subtle. He has 
to deal with men whose intellect and whose susceptibility would detect the 
faintest glimpse of roguery, but the language given him is so wonderfully 
susceptible of being changed by the manner in which it is uttered that no one 
but the perfect master of his art can realise a satisfactory Jago. Mr. Fechter's 
portrait is not only satisfactory, but perfect beyond the possibility of a fault. The 
admirable manner in which he fools Roderigo is quite a study; the acting 
throughout the sceno where Desdemont meets Othello at Cyprus is extremely 
fine. Every word uttered on the s‘age is commented on by Jago, and these 
comments, which, of course, are mental, are conveyed to the audience with 
singular skill—the twitch of the mouth or the twinkle of the eye speaking 
an entire volume. The scene in which he describes the affray occasioned by 
Cussio’s drunkenness is also noteworthy; the seeming honesty of the man is 
conveyed in the most convincing manner. The great scene is, however, tho 
revelation of Desdemona’s presumed frailty; the manner in which this is done 
would carry conviction to a less excitable temperament than Othello possesses. 

Throughout the whole play Mr. Fechter's mind may be traced ; his artistic 
hand is everywhere to be met with and always to be welcomed. There is less 
striking alterations introduced in this character than in the Humle and Othello, 
but there is an improvement on the old business of the part quite refreshing to 
witness. The costume, too, is admirable, and quite correct. We presume any 
actor possessing common sense who has seen it will for ever discard that con- 
ventional Spanish bull-fighter'’s “‘make up,” in which they decked out Jago 
before Mr. Fechter's appearance in the true costume of the period and the 
country. 

We present our readers with a striking portrait of the actor in one of his 
favourite attitudes. The beauty of the costume will be immediately recognised, 
and we leave our readers to judge how immeasurably superior it is to that in 
which we have heretofore seen the character dressed. 

Of Mr. Ryder's Othello we do not think much. In trying to be Fechter he 
loses his own identity, and the consequence is, we are presented with a most 
singular character made up of the old and the now schools, but so confused as 
to become almost unintelligible. 

Miss ©. Leclercq as Desdemona is excellent, and Miss Elsworthy makes a good 
Emilia. The other parts are filled in the most even manner, but none of them 
stand in sufficient relief to warrant a special word of praise.

PEDESTRIANISM- 


———_—>———- 


T)\R. JOHNSON thought life had few things better than the excitation 

produced by being whirled rapidly along in a post-chaise; but he 
who has in youth experienced the confident and independent feeling of 
a stout pedestrian in an interesting country, and during fine weather, 
will hold the taste of the great moralist cheap in comparison. Who 
recollects not the pleasant tours on foot, with knapsack and wallet, 
the sketch book, the angling rod, the volume of Shakspeare, when in 
the very summer of one’s years we could roam free amid the grandest 
scenes of nature—the blue hills and glowing lakes and rivers of Scot- 
land, Ireland, and Wales, and the roaring of streams and torrents, like 
the sound of a domestic song that hath soothed one’s infancy? And 
again, the hill, and dale, and magnificent woodland scenery of our own 
dear England, what beautifulvisions of Nature and Nature’s worth lay 
in their kaleidoscope. Outdoor exercise is constantly recommended by 
our best and most learned physicians as the best preservative of health. 
The Shaksperian exclamation, “ Throw physic to the dogs, I'll none 
on't,” is an endorsement to such opinion; and where can we seck to 
fiud a better judge of Nature than the poet of alltime? The fact that 
tours of pedestrianism could be taken but by the more wealthy 
Was until late years quite patent; but the power of steam has brought 
in the temporary excursionist in order that, in all liking, he may 
gratify such health-inspiring habits in almost all directions of the 
United Kingdom. These causes, added to the recent hold which the 
athletic exercises and pastimes of the country have upon the people 
themselves, have stimulated frequent instances of emulation in the 
achievement of some specified task or feat in hours of relaxation. To 
trace the origin of pedestrianism would take a longer description than 
we care to devote space, although testimony in its favour must be 
pronounced as to its being, when properly conducted, an highly com- 
mendable pastime, as everything tends to show that the practice is pure 
and health-giving, and thus all must benefit in an equal ratio. Hail, 
then, to pedestrianism as an essentially national sport, albeit its prac- 
titioners may chiefly consist of the masses, but then they are the blood 
and sinews of a free country. At college or school you read up at 
college to give vigour to the mind for an examination. Special train- 
ing gives vigour to the frame. Who, then, can deny its oat 
A few brief, particular items touching the sport in general, and its 
ascendancy in the estimation of the community, may, ea passant, be 
related, although they may be in some measure strung at random 
from the fading memory. Captain Barclay’s celebrated match of a 
thousand miles in a thousand hours must ever be stamped as one of 
those extraordinary feats which none but the most healthful and vigo- 
rous specimens of humanity could accomplish; but the gallant captain 
-—none better—knew the grand secret, constant ablution and exercise, 
as a relaxation and counterpoise to toil of whatsoever description. 
Abstemiousness of living, regularity of habit in early rising, and a fair 
modicum of daily exercise, more or less, as can be set apart from the 
cares of business was Captain Barclay’s prescription. Many have 
followed in similar matches, but some have never been sufliciently 
verified, or, at least, so says Bell; and if it ring louder than it ought 
that be nothing to us. Among those alluded to may be mentioned— 
James Searles, of Sheffield; Richard Manks, the Warwickshire Ante- 
lope; Robert Coates, of London; Little Ben Lowe, of Birmingham; 
and lots of others, We recollect even an American female pedestrian, 
who came out in flaunting Bloomer costume at Aston Cross, Birming- 
ham, many years back, when the imitation of the Barclay feat was 
more prevalent than it is now, in order to demonstrate to the British 
public that the great undertaking of the Master of Ury could be accom- 
plished by a femme sole from the other side of the Atlantic. Chacon a 
son cout, and many & provincial “lamb,” believed in it to his heart's 
content. Another branch of the “art” was walking against time; 
walking the farthest without stopping; walking from London to 
Brighton or any given place and back. A few years back our chosen 
picked pedestrians of the day used invariably run on a turnpike road 
—Gannick Corner, Slough (where is the celebrated Maxfield mile), 
Two Magpies, Beddington Corner, ‘The Old Hat, Ealing, Acton 
Bottom, Harlington Corner, &c. &c., in the days of George Seward, 
the American Wonder, Bill Robinson, of Newton Moor, Bob 
Fuller, Charley Jenkinson, Book, John Smith, the Regent-street Pet 
and now host of the Norman Arms, Fulham Fields; Sam East, Charles 
Westhall, H. A. Reed, Ned Smith, Jemmy Patterson, the Flying Tailor ; 


Rosier ce Mitcham), Jemmy Kitchener, William Jackson, the American 
Deer; Howard, and numerous other stars who might be mentioned. It 
was at Beddington Corner that Captain, now Major Astley (an ardent 
admirer of athletic recroations) walked as an amateur his twenty miles 
in 3h. 40min., oven after he had wona sixscore yard race. Noblemen 
and gentlemen alike have accorded their patronage to pedestrianism, as 
witnessed on several interesting occasions at Lord’s Cricket Ground ; 
and many of our readers will call to recollection the mile amateur hurdle 
race last season at the North Camp, Aldershott, before the Russian 
ambassador, out of compliment to whom the commander ordered the 
splendid bands to play the Russian National Hymn, a piece of military 
music the sttrring effect of which must have been heard to be duly appre- 
ciated. Captain Patten Saunders, the European champion in the gontleman 
amateur division at two miles, having received forfeit some timo back 
from the French champion, has been at length challenged by J. 
E. Heaviside, the owner of the One-mile Champion Challengo Cup of 
Ireland—confined, of course, to gentlemen amateurs. This last-named 
prize is again to be contended for on Monday, April 8, at Dublin. The 
challenge of Mr. Heaviside to Captain Saunders is from two to five 
miles, for £100 a side. Tho latter's forte, bo it remembered, is one or

two miles: we know of no public performance beyond. If the gallant 
captain does not run in Dublin—for that is a sine quad non—wo 
should opine, from the on dit of the day, that he can be accommodated 
in the Great Metropolis, by Mr. Bryant, the respected captain of the 
West London Rowing Club, at a couple of miles. ‘There are the collego 
foot steeplechases and races at Cambridge, Oxford, Eton, Harrow, 
Rugby, Shrewsbury, and in yarious places, under high clerical 
sanction and authority, aud where all the young scions of nobility in 
school contend annually for the prizes awarded for this pastime. 
Mr. Henthcote, of The Durdens, near Epsom---who will forgive us for 
deviating from our theme one moment to call up to memory that 
storling type of a fine old English gentleman, Sir Gilbert Heathcote— 
annually gives a pedestrian fete on his estate, assembling all his male 
tenants, young and old, and handicapping them, at various distances, 
according to previous performances. Having ourselves witnessed tho 
routine of these joyous gatherings, we can readily vouch for their high 
importance, not alone in a moral point of view, but of the vast physical 
good alluded to in many parts of our accompanying article. Muclosed 
grounds succeeded the doings on the road. ‘he most noted house in 
town was The Old Cope, kept by Mr. Johu Garratt, for half-a-dozen 
years as a running ground—to 1853. All the best peds of the day 
performed here for the ten-mile walking champion, ten-mile run- 
ning champion cup, one-mile running cup, &c. Westhall, Spooner, Old 
Smith (of Ipswich), George Frost, Bob Inwood (of Tooting), Jem 
Pudney, Levett, Jackson, Mitchell, and a host, were then in the zenith 
of their prime. Mr. Garratt is now the proprietor of the Copenhagen 
Grounds, Garratt-lane, Wandsworth. Others equally well-noted are— 
Mr. J. C. Baum’s, White Lion, Hackney Wick, and Mr, Jolin Roberts's, 
West London Cricket Ground, Old Brompton. All are famous training 
quarters, and are generally resorted to for that purpose. ‘The follow- 
ing tabular statement of the time of some of our finest performers in the 
pedestrian department has been some time back published in a contem- 
porary, but. will bear repetition :—

Our accompanying engraving is taken from a photograph, published 
by Mr. Geo. Newbold, of Newcastle-street, Strand. It represents a 
group of three individuals, who rank exceedingly high in pedestrian 
circles. Mr. George Martin, of Garratt-lane, Wandsworth, formerly of 
Manchester, and the mentor of the celebrated ‘ Deerfoot,” is seated 
smiling on a chair in the centre, with an elegant silver cup and belt on 
the right knee, and a belt on the left. Nevin is at his right hand, 
with his lithe-looking frame, and stands right leg foremost, with his 
left hand on the Grand Master's shoulder. Of course the two prizes to 
the right are possessed by Nevin. Mower, of Norwich, is placed on 
the left, and holds the belt: all three, however, are champion prizes. 
The countenances of both runners depict confidence to the uttermost

PATSY REARDON AND GEORGE KING OF LIVERPOOL. 


TWO MORE POLTROONS PLAYING IN THE NEW FARCE 
ao OF “HUMBUGGING THE PUBLIG.”” 


Tins catch-weight encounter, for. £50 a side, was fixed for decision in the 
home cireuit on Tuesday last; and, although it could not be described as 
having anything like one tithe part of the importance attached to itas the 
recent match between Bob Brettle and Rooke, yet there=yas a fair share of 
speculation engendered, in respect’ to its issue, by the partisans of either man, 


Indeed it was hoped, as well’as belieyed, that this affair would assume some 


legitimate fighting characteristics, which we, in common with the rest, had 
totally failed to perceive in the late exhibition referred to; and a strong body 
of sportsmen of the East-end and Surrey-side’ divisions mustered on Tuesday 
to inaugurate the proceedings of the occasion. How far these anticipations of 
a manly mill were realised will be found on reference below. At a meeting at 
the stakeholder’s on the preceding Friday.’Mr. Henry Fleming, of the Duke of 
York, High-street, Shadwell, offered, as the backer of King, to give £10 for 
choice of ground. After some little parley this iwas agreed to by Messrs, 
Sanders and W. Fupper, of the Greyhound, Webber-row, Waterloo-road. The 
men showed at these places respectively on the night of Monday, and at both 
houses Reardon was the favourite at slight odds. ‘The men having to fight 
catch weight there was no necessity for going to scale. .Some little may be sai 

ag to the previous engagements of the parties. 

King’s antecedents in the P.R. may be very briefly jotted down. Ata 
10st. 7lb. impost he met James Clarke, a town's- ‘an, at odds of £30 to £25. 
They fought 122 rounds, in 2h. and 50m., at Durnford Bridge, Liverpool. At 
the termination of ihe‘time quoted, the referee gave his decision without an 
appeal, on the 20th October, 1857, and, after a long squabble, the match ended 
{na draw. This is invariably a very unsatisfactory mode of settling matters, 
although it is not always, like many other things in life, to be avoided; and a 
mutual heartburning between the disputant parties brought on another match, 
and, on consideration of ‘the venue being changed to the London district, £50 a 
side was deposited to abide the result. "They fought down the Medway on the 
24th August, 1858, when, after a rattling mill of 1l5m., 67 rounds, King was 
declared lord of all, and received the stakes accordingly. This is all that is 
mentioned touching King in Fistiana, but he informed us that he had beaten a 
Manchester boxer, and likewise, while in America, smartly “ whipped’ a New 
Yorker, and likewise disposed of another for 200 dollars a side at Memphis, 
while “courting down in Tennessee.” His real name is Ryan, and he was 
born in Treland, but his parents took him, when very young, to America, in 
which country he has spent many years, and only had intercourse with 
England by crossing the Atlantic” as an ordinary “sailor. He was trained 
by George Crockett, at Mr. Perkins’s near Southend. “He was twenty-nine 
years of age last Ash Wednesday, and stands Sit. 73in, 

Patsy Reardon, the rollicking son of the Em $ 
more conspicuously before the ‘sporting ‘publi¢.than his opponent. “He made 
his debut in the wg by beating Lass, for-#5°a side, 29 rounds, 35m., near 
Cardiff, July Lith, 1859; and followed up this victory, on the 24th of the follow- 
ing January, by defeating Smith, for £25 a side, 42 rounds, 65m. The third 
trial was with Rourke, for £50 a side; 36 rounds were fought in 75m., when the 
police interfered, at Woking, on the Ist of May, 1860, and it resulted in a draw, 
after one of the gamest battles ever witnessed. Indeed, his courage and 
determined style on this occasion was the theme of much commendation, and 
how he can have so fallen from his high estate, as these after proceedings will 
exhibit, yet remains a mystery. But to continue in due order. He was 
twenty-two years of age on Christmas day last; was born at West Bandon, 
Treland; was trained by Johnny Walker, of Stony, Stratford, at Mx. Tupper’s, 
Swan, Ash Common, and weighed 10st. 61b. . * ; 

King’s backer having the choice as to locality, immediately made it known to 
the sporting world that all parties would have to meet at, and proceed by 
the first train from, Fenchurch-street on the morning of fighting. Conse- 
quently all parties were on the qui vive, as no other indication was afforded to 
point out any eventual “‘ whereabouts,” although the conjecture was ‘too evi- 
dent in respect to a trip by water at a given spot. North Woolwich having 
been reached in due time, an adjournment immediately. took place to the pier 
on the river; where the Kent steamer was floating in readiness, with her tires 
up, as if bent on a long voyage, which afterwards proved to be the case. King 
came on board at Tilbury Fort, the well-known historical spot where Queen 
Elizabeth reviewed her troops, and a large addition was made to the number of 
voyagers at Gravesend, including Jemmy Welsh, against whom a demur was 


made to his coming on board before he “ parted” for the freightage, as all the 


rest had done, This little episode in our ‘ outward-bound ”, pro¢eedings was | 


clearly the result of a misunderstanding. Mr. Fleming had. given, £10 and a 
certain number of tickets to cover the transit of the man about to fight and his 
seconds, and a clear understanding was that all others should pay.’ To Mr. F.'s 
surprise another party was supplied with the ticket which ought.to have been 
saved expressly for Welsh, and availed himself of it to come on board. It was 


never argued by King’s backer that Welsh, as' Reardon's:second, had no right ° 


all he contended for was strictly this, by manceuvring 
somewhat with the tickets those parties used. them when they were expressly 
intended for others, and so Mr, Fleming, by such means, was minus one fare. 
Eventually, however, Welsh was allowed his seat on board without further 
trouble. No one could certainly expect the fighting man or his seconds to pay, 
but if those parties improperly misappropriated their passes, or others did for 
them, then it becomes clear they forfeit their right to the privilege. The 
matter having been publicly misrepresented, it is right that the subject should 
be taken up in explanation,on the score of pure justice. At every available 
point down the river the coast on either side was frequently reconnoitred, and 
policemen galore were found to be as “ thick as the leaves on Valombrosa.” 
it was, therefore, useless to call a halt, and with additional steam up, the 
“Kent” sailed still further out, and, having shot by Southend, where still the 
same surveillance upon the part of the authorities was perceptible, it} was 
patent that, in the gay burthen of Dibden’s sea ditty, we, were ‘‘ Going to the 
Nore.” About half an hour beyond mid-day we arrived, after a journey of 
nearly six hours, opposite the Isle of Sheppey, which became noted for the con- 
flict between Tom Sayers and Aaron Jones. ft should be ‘mentioned though, 
before proceeding further, that both men had fraternised on board the boat; 
that 5 to-4 had been laid on the younger opponent of the twain; and that a 
contretemps occurred. which at one time threatened to mar the whole pro- 
ceedings. It originated thus——King made application to Mr. Fleming fora 
further advance of £2 to pay to Mr. Perkins, where he trained, for 
purchase of boots and drawers. The immediate answer to this demand 
was « positive refusal on the part of Mr. Fleming to advance - ano- 
ther penny, adding that quantum suficit had already been.given to: King for 
defraying all such demands. King, for.some time, swore bitterly he would not 
fight, but Mr. Fleming said he did not mind about that. _He should be most 
happy to let Reardon have a forfeiture -of the money, rather than submit to 
aliything in the shape of imposition. .We must do Crockett the justice'to say 
that he did all he could to induce King. to alter his determination and. fight, 
and Mr. Perkins himself, where he.trained at, did likewise. It was! not, 
however, without railing bitterly and vulgarly against his hacker that he! con- 
sented to fight; and this was the first. indication of the cloven foot, which the 
man had evidently made up his mind. to exhibit. Of that, however, more anon, 
and it is necessary to mention this, as it was the key-note to many of King’s 
after antics, which have stamped him as one of the rankest, and most 
treacherous outsiders that has ever disgraced the ropes and stakes of the London 
Ring. .It being low water when we arrived opposite the Isle of Sheppey, and 
ergo, near Sheerness, there was not ahove two fathoms of water, so that the 
vessel, already drawing nine fect of water, could not stir nearer than ‘a couple of 
miles to the shore. This rendered the transit in small boats, over rough water, 
under a pitiless storm, and surrounded on all sides by thick haze and fog, truly 
a search after knowledge under many difficulties.

THE ISSUE OF THE MATCH. 


The referce was chosen on the ground by the agent of the stakeholder, .and 
so ail trouble was saved in this respect. Bob ‘Travers and George Crockett 
appeared as the seconds of King, who was as near LIst. Tb. as possible, having 
thus a great advantage in weight, and moreover was_the longest in the-veach. 
Tlis colours were # violet and white-banded kerchief. Patsy, who was the first to 
enter the ring, was attended to by a noted Borough host and Johnny Walker 
of Stony Stratford. Colours, @ crimson and black diamond-paiterned handker- 
chief. Duncan called to his assistance as ring-keepers Jack Grant, Simon 
Finighty, Bill Gillam, Mike Cochlin, Dooney iran wakttes Hartley. Reardon 
won the toss for chuice of corners, but there was no advantage in this respection 
either side. fhe condition of the men, when.they stripped, was really good, 
and we really do not see how any improvement could haye been made. Reardon, 
when he had put on his boots, advanced to King’s comer, and backed himself 
at £8 to £5, which oddg, of course, ruled the ring round. At exactly tive minutes 
to three o'clock, by the referee’s time, the mez advanced td the scratch, the 
usual formalities of salutation were passed, and then commenced—_ 

Round 1—The men commenced sparring, and the first opportunity for getting 
anything like into distance happened to King, who missed the chauce by.feint- 
ing, coupled with an instantaneous retreat. This species of action was soon 
adopted by Reardon; and as there were several openings which might have been 
taken advantage of by both, it struck the bystanders that both were éxhibiting 
acts of over-cautiousness, which were totally unnecessary for that display of fistic 
ability which had been so fully reckoned upon, Neither seemed disposed to. go 
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, in, but certainly King showed more, althongh he done, as little.at Patsy. The 
| Liverpudlian then tried his left, which’ wds short, and'they stood still looking at 
| each other—12- min. clapsing-without a blow being'struck—neither seeing their 
| way clear. The first score made was by Reardon, who, after still further feinting 
' and manouvring,; succeeded in planting his left-on the ribs, but it scarcely made 

any impress, and looked more like the.“ playing light” in a fraternising glove 
| encounter. George returned the compliment by breasting his man equally as 
| slightly with the dexterhand;making it, as far as-it-went, trick and tie. More 
| sparring, and attempted deliveries out of all imaginable distance, with not the 
| slightest anxiety for-business. ‘Is it Rooke and'Brettle ?’ Now, then, have just 
) one round before the poliee-come?’’? were cries that rose around, and. Waller 
added his exclamation, “ Now do get together.” Feinting and stopping still the 
order of the day, when at length the Surrey-side man shot out his left, and this 
being the closest quarters yet, they were forced into mutual exchanges, in which 
Patsy caught it on his right eye; they closed, when both fell, King under. This 
round occupied 25 min. ‘ oy 

Round 2—On scratching again Patsy’sright optic was somewhat flushed, and 
King had evidently received. a tap on, the left ear. There was still much 
feinting and sparring, until Patsy got his left in twice; but it was mere tapping, 
and each. retreated instead of endeayouring -to foree the fighting. At length 
they came together, and after a solitary exchange of blows King clutched his 
antagonist round the head, in chancery suit fashion, and, despite the other's 
fibbing upwards in the facial region, so held hin, while he made one, two with his 
right. In order to extricate himself Patsy struggled hard, and got on his knee, 
but King seemed. not satisfied, and showed his superiority of strength by sheer 
force; bending Patsy back, and falling on him. 

Round 3—Reardon tried his left as before, but King leant on one side, and 
the intended blow was spent in air. Then they rallied, and, after an ex- 
change, both closed, King trying to hug his man. He had the best of, it in the 
end, as Paisy fell undermost. ; 

Round 4—Reardon once again led off with his Icft duke on the ribs, but the 
other failed to return, and it was not until they stood eyeing each for another 
few moments that they seemed disposed to go on. Patsy began it, and dropped 
his right on the cranium, but;napped it almost instantaneously on the nasal 
promontory; the blow was not, however, direct from the shoulder, had no 
steam with it, and there were no “effects” in reply. 
and the men got to the ropes in King’s own corner. George had the best of ‘it, 
as he completely lifted his man off his legs, and bent him, over ‘the ropes until 
Patsy extricated himself; and slipped to mother earth, ; ts 

Round 5—Neither showed a mark, although heated from playing the fool's 
game. Cautious sparring—both active on the defensive, and more active on 
the retreat than in the advance. King screwed his mouth as if he meant’a 
change, and dropped in his left direct on the ivories; and_ ‘it's all your own,” 
said the King-makers, in the way of encouragement. He never sought to 
follow it up, however, and becaine, in turn, receiver on the body, where the 
majority of Patsy's blows only reached, but this was sometimes in consequence 
of Patsy’s left being short, and King showing, as he did throughout, an excel- 
lent traitof keeping his head well back and out of danger, while, independent 
of this, he had his length of arm ready to defend his forecastle. King tried his 
right, which he missed, although.it. was well intended. ‘‘Loose it, let it go,” 
was the cry, but he did not try it again, and his left at the body was cleverly 
stopped by Patsy. ‘‘Jollying’, was had recourse to, when they began their 
tedious sparring game, and at length George invested one slightly on the ribs, 
but met with a nose-ender.in return. ‘Chis brought on mutual fibbing in close 
quarters, when King got hold of his favourite clutch with the left round 
the head, and, in wrestling for the fall, the youngster had again to succumb. 

Round 6—Forty-seven minutes had now elapsed, and all the damage done 
was the drawers of both parties being muddy. Patsy's left, intended for the 
ribs, was well stopped. A feint, King still bore back from danger, Reardon's 
left on the body. They cross-countered, and King received on the nasal organ. 
Returned on the ribs, but Patsy dashed in right and left unawares, and landed 
both on the corpus and the thorax... Jack was as good as his master, for King, 
not liking the liberty, broke the rough Reardon's guard, and shot in a smasher 
on the left cheek, the first blow of any. account he had. yet made. More spar- 
fring, with an oceasional hit or two of ;no effect, chiefly body blows. Still Patsy 
seemed decidedly the freshest of the two, and had. most opportunities, at this 
particular juncture, to lead. off, but would not, although he not. only was told 
but knew himself he should “be there.” King steadied himisclf a little, and 
popped in another on the nose; tried again, but it was a failure. Patsy got 
home on the frontispiece with the left, and, followed by King, ran right away 
to escape retaliation... A regular scramble ensued, a clutch, and poth down. 
jh. 19min. had now elapsed. ; 7 ; 

Round 7—So much confidence. had Reardon’s party still in him that he was 
pursuing a line of tactics to bring King to his weight that £7 to £5 was here 
booked on him. * This bout was’ exceedingly short, as Patsy dashed in at the 
cranium, and’ before he could get ‘away far King was bustling with him, and 
one had made up one’s mind for business when: they laid hold of each other 
to hug instead of fight, and-in ‘the struggle for the full: Reardon was under. 

Round 8—King tried his left, but-it was: out! of range. Patsy slung out his 

right, for a wonder, and caught George a rattler on the dial, and the latter fell 
instanter, his fall being doubtless hastened by the slippery nature of. the 
marshy land, -which.the heavy-descending rain was, rendering more pulpy and 
unstable: Tt was a clear knock-down blow, but was not claimed. - King got up 
again immediately, and they got togetheragain. King planted his right on the 
ribs but got marked on the nob,-and-then followed the usual scramble, and 
both were down side by side. 
Round 9—Patsy’s right peeper was again touched, and certainly did not 
seem so bright/and free as: it /did»at, the Gommenéemient of the engagement, 
‘although there was still absolutely-nothing in the way of punishment. Patsy 
let out his right bunch of fives and dropped on,the body, Hefollowed this up by 
one on the jowl, which looked momentarily red, as likewise his left ear. Patsy 
jobbed his man twice on the body, at*which King’ only smiled,’and then they 
sparred again, without effect, for some minutes. King at length rallied his 
opponent to the ropes; knowing his own strength, and in the struggle. for the 
fall, both went outside the ring, over the ropes; King decidedly the best of the 
finish, from falling heavily on his man, : ' 
. Round 10—Patsy up first, and no sooner on a fresh standing of turf nearer 
his own corner, where he now began to stick until’ King went to him, than he 
planted a smart right-hander on ‘the bread-bisket, and got away to escape a 
return; missing a well-intended one of King’s from the right. ‘They then coun- 
tered,’ and’ King ‘received! a heavy. one!-on the right optic,, which. sparkled 
again, and looked very flushed. This led to a wild rally, when they struggled - 
for the throw, but King obtained it, and was uppermost.

Round 11—One hour and a half had now elapsed. King led off, and effected 
the first hit this bout on the body, which Patsy evidently did not'relish as it left 
its mark quite visible. Reardon was bothered for the moment, and missed both 
right and left, as he‘ was too hasty, and measured not his distance. ‘ Ii Patsy 
now began to assume: the defensive again, so was it the same with King, The 
rain’ was still descending heavily,,.and we were thoroughly drenched, while the 
men themselves seemed completely indisposed to do anything in the shape of 
business, It will scarcely be credited that through’ this lax behaviour full 
twenty-two minutes had elapsed without any exchange of blows.
